CASH 

Cash available for current expenditure amounted to 
$1,727.02 at February 15, 1947. This amount was recon 
ciled with the statement of the First National Bank of 
Belfast. 

An analysis of receipts and deposits indicated that 
all cash recorded as received had been deposited in the 
bank during the year, with the exception of $1,567.18 
which was deposited February 18 and 20, 1947. 

_ All disbursements were made by check. All warrants 
were paid in full with the exception of $600 due Freedom 
Academy for tuition. This amount has been set up as an 
account payable. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
At February 15, 1947, the only item of accounts 
receivable outstanding was $130.39 due from the State on 
account of charities. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 
The 1946 commitment book was added and checked 
to the valuation book. The total assessment charged to 
the Collector was accounted for by cash paid the Treas- 
urer, legal abatements, tax discounts, or uncollected taxes. 


All receipts and abatements on prior years’ taxes | 


receivable were traced to the credit of the tax accounts. 
It was ascertained that all uncollected 1945 assessments 
on real estate had been secured by tax liens. 


TAX LIENS 
The balance of the tax liens at February 15, 1947 
was $913.96, the detail of which appears on Schedule 
~ A-11. 
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TAX DEEDS 


There were no payments received on tax deeds dur- 
ing the current year. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 
During the year, there was received $260.00 from 
sales of tax acquired property. On these sales, there was 
realized a profit of $115.81. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
The accounts payable represent salaries of town 
officials and school tuition. It is reeommended that these 
accounts be paid in the year in which the expense is in- 
curred. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
The notes payable represent the amount borrowed 
for the purchase of a new truck as voted at a special town 
meeting. 


DEFICIT é 

The departmental overdrafts represent the balances 
of certain appropriation accounts, which are carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year. 

At the close of the municipal year, there was a net 
deficit of $1,783.30 as compared with an unappropriated 
surplus of $5,630.25 at February 15, 1946.

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REPORT OF HEALTH NURSE 


GREETINGS: 


The work of maintaining good health, controlling 
communicable diseases, and correcting physical defects, 
requires constant attention. It is a combined responsibility 
of the individual, community, and the state, with the great- 
est responsibility resting upon the individual. As your 
Public Health Nurse, representing the State Bureau of 
Health, it has been my pleasure to extend the Public 
Health Service to your community for the past several 
years. Much has been accomplished; much more remains 
to be done. 

The following is a report of Public Health Nursing 
Service for 1947: 

24 days of Nursing Service were divided into home 
and school visits, Child Health Conferences, tuberculosis 
control, and crippled children’s work. 

4 Child Health Conferences were held with M. G. 
Collins, D. O. Local Health Officer donating his profes- 
sional services to the community. Infants and preschool 
children were examined. 40 smallpox vaccinations and 
48 immunizations against diphtheria and whooping cough 
were given. 

Tuberculin testing in the Academy and upper grades 
resulted in 73 children tested with no positive reactions. 
Yearly routine x-ray examinations are obtained, when 
recommended, for reactors of previous years. 

May the splendid cooperation shown this year be ex- 
tended to carrying out the following suggested program 
for 1948. 
1. Child Health Conference Program. 
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2. Town wide immunization for diphtheria, 
whooping. cough, smallpox and typhoid fever. 
3. Tuberculin testing as indicated.
